Ttore is nothing in anythSg 1/ read to justify the news accounts based on or pujw 
suant to the FBI s releases, that inside the Oommiseion executive sessions there was 
strong op.josition to the ^^ey ap. ointment. In fact, there was universal approval of him 
as executive offieer, whan it was proposed that this function be separate from that of 
general counsel.
